I also recall organizing a tour of the 'new' Thunder 
Bay Generating Station for one of the club meetings. At 
the time it was leading edge technology as it was com- 
puter controlled. 


Ialso remember AM broadcast stations 580 CKPR, 800 
CBQ, and 1230 CFPA/CJLB. I understand they have all 
moved to FM as have a lot of stations in Ontario. 


After Thunder Bay I moved to Scarborough, ON in 
1983 for a number of years before finally moving back 
to my home town of Belleville ON in 1990. I have 
served on the Executive of the Quinte Amateur Radio 
Club (more than once) and also was Chairman of the St 
Lawrence Valley Repeater Council. 


Radio wise I get out very infrequently with my FT- 
817ND and Buddipole antenna to operate portable, and 
I do have a FT-8800R in my vehicle as well as a 
VX8GR HT and Baofeng UVSR HT. I do show up on 
APRS once in a while.
